The purpose of this is to complete the 
$2,000,000 fund asked for by the late 
Governor General, Leonard Wood, 
with which to carry on scientific re- 
search work among the lepers in the 
Philipppines.

Kenneth L. M. Pray, of 310 Wood- 
side Avenue, a resident of Narberth 
for four and a half years, took his 
seat as a member of the Narberth 
School Board at the April meeting of 
that body last Friday. Mr. Pray sue 
ceeds Colonel I. A. Miller, the board's 
president for three years, whose res- 
ignation at the March meeting created 
considerable surprise. 

Mr. Pray has been actively inter 
ested in social work in Philadelphia 
for many years, and is at present the 
director of the Pennsylvania School 
for Social and Healtn Work, a train- 
ing school for social and health work- 
ers. He is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, Class of 1907. At 
one time Mr. Pray was an executive 
of the Public Charities Association of 
Pennsylvania, and he has also served 
four years on the board of the State 
Industrial Home for Women at 
Muncy, Pa. The new school director 
has also had four years' experience in 
newspaper work on The Philadelphia 
Record. 

With the exception of the job of 
vice chairman of the recently formed 
Citizens' Committee, this is Mr. Pray's 
first official connection with borough 
affairs. 



A two-dollar cut was made in the 
per capita School Tax by the Nar- 
berth School Board at its April meet- 
ing on Friday night, making the new 
levy $3 instead of $5. On the heels 
of this reduction the Board restored 
the school tax rate to 19 mills, an in- 
crease of one mill over last year. The 
reduction made in the per capita tax, 
however, will more than offset the 
slight increase from the 19-mill rate, 
and will result in a noticeable saving 
to taxpayers. 

The Board reluctantly accepted the 
resignation of Colonel I. A. Miller, 
who submitted it to the Board at the 
March meeting. In selecting his suc- 
cessor the Board tried to be guided 
by public opinion in the matter and 
unanimously elected K. L. M. Pray to 
the post. 

All positions at the school, the 
Board announces, have been filled with 
the exception of the third grade 
teacher and the newly-created posi- 
tion of director of physical education. 
Several applications have been re- 
ceived for this latter post, but no ac- 
tion has been taken as yet. 

The School Board has set June 14 
as the closing date for the school 
year, and announces that May 30 shall 
be a holiday. 

The budget for the next fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1929, was adopted 
at the meeting as reported by the 
Finance Committee. 

The June meeting of the School 
Board, the last until fall, will be held 
on June 7 so as to fall before the clos- 
ing of the schools for the year.

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THE TREE 

Poplars 



By Dr. Walter Steckbeck 

Shade trees of towns and cities are 
not all equally desirable; in fact, 
some, even though very common, are 
decidedly undesirable. In the latter 
class the poplars may be placed, and 
this is especially true of the common- 
est species,— the cottonwood or Caro- 
lina poplar. Poplars are commonly 
planted because of rapid growth, giv- 
ing a quick effect, and because they 
are able to withstand the smoke and 
drought conditions of the city. The 
fast growth is really a point against 
the poplars for they soon become too 
tall and spreading for surrounding 
property, and the wood being extreme- 
ly soft and brittle the trees frequently 
break in wind storms. In many cases 
they are entirely uprooted not being 
•deep-rooted trees. Probably the great- 
est objection to poplars is the fre- 
quent entrance of the roots into water 
and sewer pipes. In the eager search 
for moisture poplar roots will go long 
■distance in the grounds, growing not 
only in the usual downward direction, 
but also in a horizontal line for many 
feet. After entering the joints of the 
pipes the fine rootlets branch and re- 
branch and in a short time completely 
impede the flow of water. Here is 
where the plumber enters the picture. 

The willows, first cousins to the 
poplars, are equally serious offenders 
in this respect. Contrary to popular 
belief, practically no other trees are 
undersirable from this standpoint. 

The poplars give a touch of color 
and noveltv to the early spring. As 
early as the first week of March one 
may expect the flowers of the white 
poplar; the second week is the aver- 
age. The white poplar is followed in 
ten or twelve days by the blossoms of 
the Carolina; a few days later the 
Lombardy may be expected; the bal- 
sam poplar still later. 

The Carolina poplar (Populus del- 
toides) or cottonwood is seen fre- 
quently in our town. Large speci- 
mens may be found along North Nar- 
berth avenue. The species name — del- 
toides— indicates the triangular, or 
delta-like leaves. The flowers are pro- 
duced in hanging spikes called catkins. 
These "caterpillars" litter the pave- 
ments and streets a few days after the 
spikes have elongated. Like other spe- 
cies of poplars, the staminate (male) 
and pistillate (female) flowers are pro- 
duced on different trees. Very few 
pistillate are seen along our streets. 
Several fine specimens may be found 
near Iona avenue and Montgomery 
avenue. The seeds are covered with 
cotton-like hairs and are readily car- 
ried by the wind. The cottonwood is 
found practically everywhere east of 
the Rockies. 

The Lombardy or Italian poplar 
(Populus nigra var. italioa) with its 
slender, spire-like form and rigidly- 
erect branches may be readily recog- 
nized. Frequently it is planted as a 
wind break or as a background for 
other plants. Look along Iona avenue 
or Lantwyn lane, or a number of other 
places in Narberth for this tree. 

The white or silver poplar (Popu- 
lus alba) with its smooth whitish- 
green bark and silvery-white under 
side of the leaves, may be separated 
easily from the other species of pop- 
lars. This form develops large spread- 
ing, broad heads, which is characteris- 
tically different from the others. The 
white poplar is not often seen as a 
street tree. 

The balsam poplar (Populus bal- 
samifera) also called the balm of Gil- 
•ead and tacamahac is another native 
species, going north to the headwaters 
■of the Mackenzie River where it 
reaches its best. It is quite desirable 
— for a poplar. The buds are covered 
with resinous secretion hence the com- 
mon name, balsam poplar. The dark- 
er green foliage as compared with the 
Carolina make it a more attractive 
tree than the latter species. The quak 
ing aspen (Populus tremuloides) is 
found occasionally in our range. The 
tulip tree (Liriodendron tulipifera) is 
often erroneously called a poplar, or 
tulip poplar, but is in no way related 
to the true poplars. This is a close 
relative of the magnolias and is much 
more valuable than the poplars. The 
tulip tree becomes too large as a street

"Over $1,000,000 has been secured 
for the Leonard Wood Memorial Fund 
since Governor Wood made his ap- 
peal, and one of the interesting facts 
iis that many contributors are doub- 
ling their previous gifts or adding sub- 
stantial amounts to them for the pur- 
pose of completing the fund."

The ac- 
complishment of the aim of the Leon- 
ard Wood Memorial is in the highest 
degree commendable, and is not only 
a fitting monument to one of our 
noblest citizens, but a means of ex- 
pressing a spirit of real helpfulness 
towards the Filipino people, and 
eventually to the world through the 
eradication of the ravages of this dread
